The third 
day the bones are crauked, vegetables add 
ed and a rich consomme is the result. Wu 
use a great many oysters, clams and (Ish 
in their seasou. Uur breakfasts are al 
ways of fruit, varMtaktteswn bmwl or muf- 
fins, geius or the tike, with honey from uur 
bees, coffee for the adult* and plenty of 
guoil rich milk for tlia childreu. 

For teu muutbs duriug the year we have 
from our lieautiful Alderney. which we 
have named Butterfly, all the milk we cau 
use. BiitU'rfly gives eighteen ({iiarts of 
milk daily iu the spring, averaging from 
eiglit to iiitie lu the wiuter. We have 
fresh eggs ihe whole year through aud 
plenty of spring chickens for table use. 
Uur garden, which my husband spades up 
iu the mornings a little at a time and to- 
gether we phiul and keep weeded, y ielJs 
au abundance of succulent vegetables, so 
that diirnu ihesumiiier aud early autuinu 
we (an ix rc.ill.v extravagant and have live 
or six ilitVeretit' kinds of vegetables at the 
11' imiihiy dinner.

Tba old shHIs on 6«ooad street form- 
erly belonging to Dr. McGranat;han have 
been torn away and taaty three-story 
buildinits areetad in thair place, with 
solid iron and gUss front and back, orna- 
mented in modern style, making an ele- 
gant appearance inside and ouiaide, re- 
sembling a veritable " crystal palace." 
Oae pcrtion of the building is oecupied 
by Mr. Bona, and is a beautifully ar- 
ranged and improved fruit and confec- 
tionery staad and ice cream parlors.

Along on Ttiird street, near Short, is n 
new modern dwelling bouse just tiuished 
and will be occupied bv the owner Mr. 
C. D Outen, United States Revenue Store- 
keeper Bt this point. Away down in the 
eztrama West End is a brand new resi- 
dence on the hill side opposite Holliday's 
grocery. This improvement is due to 
Mr. Hunt, a tsiior by trade, who haa 
been living ia raatad property for a long 
time. The naWBBd imposing residence 
of Mr. W. C. Bhaokleford ia nearing com- 
pletion, and is an omamoBt to the city. 

The three-story business houses of E 
A. Robinson, proprietor of the, famous 
Limestone Cigar Factory, and of Harry 
and John Taylor, the stationers and news 
dealers, opposite Court on Second, are 
complatad. They are now occupiart by 
the owners, and it is a uleasnretogaseon 
these handsoiue improvements. Mr. 
Curiey, the plumber, is eoBiiBUing tha 
good work. 

Going up Court street, I note that the 
venerabl*! court hou.-:e w tiich has buffeted 
the winds and rains, hail and snow, and 
earthquakes and cyclonee for nearly a 
half ( Mutury, Bsd Which a few weeks ago 
looked aa shabby aa a sheep's tail, baa 
shad its scales aad put oa a aaw garb of 
glossy red, thanks to the liberal Court of 
Claims and Jim Hendrixson, who did the 
work aad did it wall, too, aotwithaUnd- 
ing it was a pecuniary loss to him.
